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Mexican  Lecture 
Slated  for  Provo 

Alberto  Ruz,  discoverer  of  ar- 
chaeological findings  in  Mexican 
Pyramids  will  lecture  in  the  Pro- 
vo Tabernacle,  Wednesday,  March 
17,  at  8:00  p.m.  The  general  pub- 
lic and  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity students  are  invited,  Dr. 
Lynn  W.  Hilton,  assistant  exten- 
sion division  director,  announced. 

The  lecture  is  co-sponsored  by 
the  BYU  extension  division,  BYU 
Archaeology  Society,  and  thfe 
four  Provo  stakes. 

In  1949,  Ruz  noticed  several 
oval  stones  in  the  floor  of  the 
“Temple  of  the  Inscriptions”  in 
Palenque,  Mexico. . After  further 
investigation,  Ruz  removed  one 
of  the  stones,  revealing  a stone 
staircase.  Four  years  later,  rocks 
and  rubble  were  removed,  uncov- 
ering a large  stone-lined  crypt 
deep  inside  the  pyramid. 

Part  of  the  inscriptipn  on  the 
crypt  was  interpreted^  by  several 
archaeologists  to  be  either  a cross 
or  the  Tree  of  Life  described  in' 
the  Book  of  Mormon. 

Ruz  is  currently  director  of  the 
office  of  Prehispanic  Monuments 
in  Yucatan,  Mexico.  He  is  also 
the  author  of  22  publications.

25  class,  recently  became  oriented 
in  classroom  procedure  at  the 
Springville  High  school;  and  lat- 
er viewed  the  Wasatch.  Junior 
High  School  and  elementary 
grade  activity  without  the  know- 
ledge of  the  participants  o.n  the 
other  side  of  the  one-way  mir- 
rored wall.

Legislative  Leanings 

— by  Dick  Oveson 


Several  new  innovations  have 
been  added  to  the  recommenda- 
tions made  to  Legislative  council 
last  week.  The  questions  relating 
to  possible  reforms  in  selecting 
Council  members  have  been  the 
most  controversial.  Opinion  is' 
still  divided  between  the  status 
quo,  electing  members  from  the 
classes  and  electing  them  from 
the  colleges  on  a strictly  propor- 
tional basis. 

Opinion  seems  pretty  well  set 
that  both  the  budget  and  the  ac- 
tivity calendar  should  come  from 
executive  council  committees  of 
specialists,  should  then  go 
through  a Legislative  council 
committee,  and  then  be  passed  on 
to  the  Council  as  a whole. 

Legislative  Calendar 

Another  idea  that  has  gained 
whole-hearted  support  is  the  sug- 
gestion, made  by  student  co-ordin- 
ator Henry  L.  Isaksen,  that  the 
Council  abandon  its  bi-monthly 
meetings  and  set  up  a legislative 
calendar,  to  be  cleared  in  special 
sessions  of  an  hour  or  so  a day 
until  the  business  is  finished. 
There  would  be  one  legislative 
session  each  quarter,  with  the

power  to  call  special 'sessions  re- 
served to  the  Executive  council. 

Since  the  meetings,  it  has  been 
suggested  that  all  major  com- 
mittee appointments  also  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Legislative  council. 
For  example,  those  picking  the 
committee  heads  would  choose 
three  candadtes,  one  of  whom 
would  be  chosen  behind  closed 
doors  by  a special  Legislative 
council  committee.  The  appoint- 
ment would  then  be  oked  by  the 
entire  council. 

Constitutional  Overhaul 

All  of  these  questions  involving 
Legislative  council,  plus  several 
important  issues  affecting  IOC 
have  emphasized  the  need  for  an 
overhaul  of  the  Constitution.  This 
has  seemed  to  be  a periodic  need 
of  the  studentbody,  and  especially 
lately,  with  the  studentbody  grow- 
ing by  leaps  and  bounds,  has  the 
need  for  greater  definition  been 
felt  within  the  Constitution.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  something  can 
be  constructed  which  will  be  basic 
enough  to  allow  for  expansion, 
yet  definite  enough  to  give  direc- 
tion and  purpose  to  a constantly 
changing  student  government.

Time  Out . . . 

Spirit  Needed 
To  Keep  Pace 
With  Growth

Too  much  tyb-thumping  about 
oneself  can  be  extremely  bad, 
but  a little  “humble”  bragging 
once  in  awhile  may  not  be  quite 
so  out  of  place. 

There  are  times  when  Brig- 
ham Young  University  as  a Uni- 
versity may  blow  her  horn  just 
a little  loud,  but  in  many  cases 
she  has  reason  to  blow  that  horn. 

Take  for  example  BYU  assem- 
blies. No  major  university  in  the 
United  States  has  an  assembly 
program  that  even  approaches 
what  is  being  done  here.  Two 
assemblies  a week,  at  which  the 
attendance  is  from  3,000  to  5,000 
students  is  an  achievement.  What 
makes  it  even  more  unusual  is 
that  the  religious  assembly  draws 
the  crowd  of  5,000,  while  the  hour 
of  entertainment  draws  a smaller 
group.  A good  indication  of  the 
standards  of  the  studentbody  as 
a whole. 

Gaining  Scholastically 

It  might  be  interesting  to  know 
that  BYU  is  gaining  ground  schol- 
astically. Grades  from  this  in- 
stitution are  being  accepted  at 
their  face  value  by  the  graduate 
schools  ©f  some  of  our  great  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning. 

Even  some  religion  credit  is 
being  accepted  on  the  undergrad- 
uate level  by  several  of  the  uni- 
versities in  the  country.  And  that 
religion  credit  is  of  a doctrinal 
nafure  rather  than  the  always  ac- 
cepted scriptural  credit. 

The  counseling  service  at  BYU 
holds  a unique  position  in  the 
country,  offering  more  personal 
counseling  to  more  students  than 
almost  any  other  university. 

And  of  course,  the  family  liv- 
ing program,  which  has  been 
started  with  the  construction  of 
the  16  family  life  units,  is  a very 
new  thing  in  higher  education. 
Physically,  BYU  within  a few 
years  will  be  one  of  the  most 
modern  and  functional  plants  in 
the  West.  Her  campus  and  build- 
ings will  stand  comparison  with 
any  university  in  the  country. 

Rising  Enrollment 

And  if  the  present  trends  con- 
tinue, her  enrollment  will  keep 
pace  with  her  physical  growth. 

The  list  could  be  extended.  On 
a material  and  physical  basis, 
BYU  is  already  a great  univer- 
sity and  still  has  a great  future. 
But  there  is  still  one  very  major 
but  intangible  problep  that  must 
be  met  and  grappled  with.  It’s 
been  called  the  “Spirit  of  the 
Y,”  which  is  nothing  more  than 
a name  for  an  undefinable  feel- 
ing. 

In  order  for  this  university  to 
achieve  its  goal,  that  “spirit” 
must  be  maintained  in  the  stu- 
dentbody, faculty  and  adminis- 
tration. Physical  growth  can  kill 
it,  unless  a'  conscious  effort  is 
made  to  make  the  “Spirit  of  the 
Y”  grow  with  the  University.

Cougars  Dump  Cowboys 
In  LowScoring  Encounter 


In  the  battle  for  second  place 
in  the  Skyline  Conference  stand- 
ings, the  Brigham  Young  Cou- 
gars defeated  the  University  of 
Wyoming  51-42  last  Friday  night 
before  another  near  capacity 
crowd  of  9,681  fans. 

In  Friday  night’s  game,  which 
was  about  as  close  as  a game 
could  be,  both  teams  and  the  of- 
ficials maintained  a tense,  well 
played  and  well  called  game. 

The  Cats  showed  fine  form  as 
they  put  an  air  tight  defense 
that  the  Cowboys  could  not  once 
break  through  as  they  had  to  re- 
sort to  their  long  set  shot  ability 
which  was  not  sufficient  to  cope 
with  the  Cougars’  fast  attack. 

Larsen  Leads  Again 

Dean  Larsen  led  all  players  for 
the  evening’s  scoring  honors  with 
18  counters  as  he  and  Tom  Kar- 
ren continually  harrassed  Ev 
Shelton’s  Cowpokes  with  their 
ball  hawking  and  fast  break. 
Karren  added  11  points  to  follow 
Larsen  in  scoring  for  the  Y and 
Bill  Sharp  potted  1*6  markers  for 
Wyoming  to  lead  their  scoring 
followed  by  center  Ron  Rivers 
who  had  12  points. 

The  game  was  one  of  lowest 
score-wise  of  Jhe  season  for  the 
Cougars  and  if  the  first  period 
had  been  any  indication  of  the 
final  outcome,  it  would  have  been 


the  lowest  in  the  conference.  The 
half  ended  in  an  18-18  tie.
